Government of India Gazette; 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
by the Secretary to the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar 
Havelj Silvassa from any person with respect of the said 
draft Rules before the aforesaid period will be considered 
by the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

DRAFT RULES 

No. ADM/LAW/44/77.— In exercise lo the powers con- 
ferred bv Section 32 of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1923 (No, 8 of 1923) the Administrator, Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli, hereby makes the following Rules, namely :

PART 1 
PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title . — These rules may be called the Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli Workmen’s Compensation Rules, 1977. 

2. Definitions . — In these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires — 

(a) “the act” means the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1923 in its application to the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(b) “Form” meuns a form appended to these mles; 

(c) “Schedule” means the Schedule appended to these 
rules; 

(d) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

PART If 

REVIEW OF HALF-MONTHLY PAYMENTS AND 
COMMUTATION THEREOF 

3. When application way he made without medical cer- 
tificate . — -Application for review of a half-monthly pay- 
ment under section 6 may be made without being accom- 
panied by a medical certificate— 

(a) by the employer on the ground that since the right 
lo compensation was determined the Workmen’s 
wages have increased; 
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(b) bv the workman, on the ground (i) that since the 
right to compensation was determined his wages 
hove diminished, or 

(ii) that the employer, having commenced to pay com- 
pensation, has ceased to pay the same, notwith- 
standing the fact that there has been no such 
change in the workman’s condition as to warrant 
such cessation; 

(c) either by the employer or by the workman, on the 
ground (i) that the determination of the rate of 
compensation for the time being in force was ob- 
tained by fraud or undue influence or other im- 
proper means, or 

fii) that in the determination of compensation there 
has been a mistake or an error apparent on the 
face of the record. 

4. Procedure on application for review. — If, on an appli- 
cation for review by an employer in which the reduction 
or discontinuance of half monthly payments is sought it 
appears to the Commissioner that there is a reasonable 
ground for believing that the employer has a right to such 
reduction or discontinuance he may at any time issue an 
order with holding the half-monthly payments in whole or 
in part pending his decision on the application. 


PART III 

DEPOSIT OF COMPENSATION 

5. Deposit under section 8(1) (1) An employer deposit- 

mg compensation with the Commissioner under sub-section 

(I) ot section 8, in respect of a< workman whose injury 
has resulted m death shall furnish therewith a statement 
m Part I of Form A, and he shall be given a receipt there- 
tor in Form B. In other cases of deposits with the Com- 
missioner under sub-section (1) of section 8, the employer 
shall furnish a statement in Part II of Form A and shall 
be given a receipt in Form B. 

(2) If, when depositing compensation in respect of fatal 
accidents, the employer indicates in the statement referred 
to in sub-rule ( 1 ) that he desires to be made a party to 
the distribution proceeedings, the Commissioner shall before 
allotting the sum deposited as compensation afford to the 
employer as opportunity of establishing that the person to 
whom he proposes to allot such sum is not dependant of 
the deceased workman or, as the case may be, that no 
one of such persons is such a dependant. 

(3) The statement of disbursement to be furnished on 
application by the employer under sub-section (4) of section 
8 shall be m Form C. 


be permitted thereafter to claim that the employer 
is liable to deposit compensation unless he «at J sftes 
the Commissioner that he was pivvintc-l by any 
sufficient cause from appearing when the case was 
called on for hearing. 

(3) If, after completing the enquiry into the application, 
the Commissioner issues an order icquiring the employer 
to deposit compensation in accordance with sub-section (1) 
of section 8, nothing in sub-rule (2) shall be deemed to 
prohibit the allotment of any part of the sum dviovAd 
as compensation to a dependant of the deceased wo km;,n 
who failed to join in the application. 

8. Deposit under section 8(2). — An employer depositing 
compensation in accordance with sub-section (2) of section 
8, shall furnish there with a statement in Form F. and he 
shall be given a receipt therefor in Form F. 

9. Investment of money . — Money in the hands of the 
Commissioner may be invested for the benefit of the de- 
pendants of a deceased workman in accordance with the 
law, or rules, as the case may be under clause (2) of article 
283 of the Constitution of India. 

PART IV 

NOTICE, STATEMENT AND REPORT OF 
ACCIDENTS 

10. Notice and Statement under section 10-A(1). — The 
notice sent by a Commissioner to any employer under sec- 
tion 10A shall be in Form G and shall be accompanied by 
a blank copy of Form H. 

(2) The statement submitted by an employer under the 
said section 10A shall be in Form H. 

11. Report of fatal accidents . — The report required by 
section 10B shall be in Form I. 

12. Right of employer to present memorandum when in- 
formation received.— ( 1) Any employer who has received 
information of an accident may at any time, notwithstanding 
the fact that no claim for compensation has been instituted 
in respect of such accident, present to the Commissioner a 
memorandum supported by an affidavit made by himself 
or by any person subordinate to him having knowledge of 
the facts stated in the memorandum, embodying the results 
of any investigation or inquiry which has been made into 
the circumstances or cause of the accident. 

(2) A memorandum presented under sub-rule (1) shall on 
payment of the requisite fee be recorded by the Com- 
missioner. 


6. Publication of list of deposits . — The Commission shall 
cause to be displayed in a p'ominent position outside his 
office au accurate list of the deposits received by him undci 
sub-section fl) of section 8, together with the names and 
addi esses pf the depositors and of the workman in respect 
of whose death or injury the deposits have been made 
tion Appllcation by dependants for deposit of compensa- 

^ A dependant of a deceased workman may apply to 
the Commissioner for the issue of an order to deposit com- 
pensation m respect of the death of the workman. Such 
application shall be made in Form D. 

(2) If compensation has not been deposited, the Com- 
missione r shall dispose of such application in accordance 
with the provisions of Part VI of these rules

PART V 

MEDICAL EXAMINATION 

13. Workman not to be required to submit to medical 
examination save in accordance with tide. —A workman 
who is required by subsection (1) of section 11 to submit 
himself for medical examination shall be bound to do sc* 
only in accordance with the rules contained in this Part 
and not otherwise. 

14. Examination when workman and medical practit ; oner 
both present on premises . — When such workman is pre- 
sent at the employer’s premises, and the emplove r officer to 
have him examined free of charge by a qualified medical 
practitioner who is so present, the workman shall submit 
himself for such examination forthwith. 


(a>) the Commissioner may, at any time before issue 
are framed, cause notice to be given in such 
manner as he thinks fit to all or any of the 
dependants of the deceased workman who have 
not lomed in the application, requiring them, if 
thev desire to join therein, to appear before him 
on a date specified in this behalf; 

(b) any dependant to whom such notice has been given 
and who fails to appear and to join in the appli- 
cation on the date specified in the notice shall not 


15. Examination in other cases . — In cases to which rule 
14 does not apply the employer may — 

(a) send the medical practioner to the place where 
the workman is residing for the time beinn in 
which case the workman shall submit himself for 
medical examinat’on on being requested to do so 
by the medical practitioner, or 

(b) send to the workmen an offer in writing 1o have 
him examined free of charge by a qualified medical 
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practitioner, in which case the workman shall sub- 
mit himself for medical examination at the emp- 
loyer’s premises or at such other place in the 
vicinity as is specified in such offer and at such 
time as is so specified : 

provided that — - 

(i) the lime so specified shall not, save with the ex- 
prese consent of the workman, be between the 
hours of 7 p,m. suitl 6 a.m., and (ii) where the 
workman's condition renders it impossible Or inad- 
visable that he should leave the place whore he is 
residing for the time being, he shall not be re- 
quired to submit himself for medical examination, 
save at such place, 

16. Restriction on number of examination.— A workman 
who is in rece'pt of a half-monthly payment shall not be 
required lo submit himself for medical examination else- 
where than at (he place where he is residing for the time 
being moie than twice in the first month following the acci- 
dent or more than once in any subsequent month. 

17. Examination after suspension of right to compensa- 
tion. — if a workman whose right to compensation has 
been suspended under suh-seetion (2) of sub-scction (3) of 
section 1 I subsequently offers himself for medical exami- 
nation, his examination shall take place on the employer’s 
premises or at such other place in the vicinity thereof as 
may he fixed by the employer, and at a time to be fixed 
by l he employer not being, save with the express consent 
of the workman, more than 72 hours after the workman 
has so offered himself. 

18. Examination of women. — ■(!) No women shall with- 
out her consent he medically examined by a male practi- 
tioner, save in the presence of another woman, 

(2) No woman shall he required to be medically by a 
male practitioner if she deposits & sum sufficient to cover 
the expenses of examination by a female practitioner. 

PART VI 
PROCEDURE 

19. Inf/oditcto/y . — Save as otherwise provided in. these 
rules, the procedure to be followed by Commissioner in the 
disposal of cases under the Act or these rules and by the 
parties in such cases shall be regulated in accordance with 
the rule’s contained in this Part. 

20. Applications. — (1) Any application of the nature re- 
fie o'd to in section 22 may be sent to the Commissioner 
by registered post or may be presented to him or to any 
Of bis subordinate authorised by him in this behalf and, if 
so sent, or presented, shall unless the Commissioner other 
wise directs, he made in duplicate in Form J or Form K, 
as the case may be or in other appropriate form, if any 
and, shall ho signed by the applicant. 

(2) There shall he appended to every such application a 
certificate. signed by the applicant, to the effect that the 
statement of facts contained in the application is, to the 
host of his knowledge and belief, accurate. 

21. Production of documents.— (1) When the application 
for relief is based upon a document, (he document shall 
be appended to the application. 

(2) Any other document which any party desires to tender 
in advance shall he produced id or before the first hear- 
ing. 

(3) Aiiv document, which is not produced at or within the 
time specified in sub-rule (1) or (2), as the case may be, 
shall not, without the permission of the Commissioner, be 
admissible in evidence on behalf of the parly who- should 
have produced it. 

(4) Nothing in this rule applies lo any document which 
is produced for the purpose of cross-examining a witness or 
is shown t.t a witness for refreshing his memory. 

22. A ppPcation presented to wrong Commissioner . — 
(1) If it appears to the Commissioner on receiving an 
application that it: should have been presented to another 


Commissioner, he shall return it to iue apy.icuui after en- 
dorsing rhereon the dates of presemiuion anu maun cnete- 
oi, tne reason tor returning n. anu tnc utsiauiuioi) of me 
Commissioner to whom it snouiti be picoctuxU, 

(2) .If it appears to the commissioner at ony suDscquciu 
stage tnat an application snouw nave Dtvir p, ^semed to 
anoiner Commissioner, tie snail serai me tqjpuvauon to me 
Commissioner empowered to item wnir it ami wnm in ro. m 
tne applicant. (, and me opposite ptn. ty, u auy u> v.iwm a 
copy or me application uus been sent unacr .me iti;, 
accordingly. 

(3) The Commissioner to wnom an appmeanou ts trans- 
ferred under sub-rule (2) may eom.uue as 

if tne previous proceedings ot any putt m m^m naa tceil 
taken beiore him, it lie is satisneu mm me urn. mwa or me 
parties will not thereby be prejudiced. 

23. Examination of applicant. — ft) On, receiving an 
apphcaiion ot tne nature reiciieu lo m stimuli xx, me. com- 
missioner may examine me Uyyiiemn ua iiu,u, m rnay send 
tne tippncuuon to any oilicer aumortsea by me imne 
Ooveuiment m this benauf arm Uucei stieu ouivxi io examine 
tne applicant and hts witnesses anu eo.wmti me i eooro 
thereof to the Commissioner. 

(2) The substance of any examination made under sub- 
rule (1) shall be recorded in me manilei pioviued iOr tne 
recording ot evidence in section 2b. 

24. Summary dismissal of application . — (1) The Com- 
missioner may niter considering me appncauon and tne 
record of the examination, u any, or me appi.eaut unuei 
rule 23, summarily dismiss me application, if, ror masons 
to be recorded, he is of tne opunon mat mete are no suiifi 
went grounds lor proceeding thereon. 

(2) The mere dismissal of the application under sub-rule 
ft) shall not preclude the applicant from p.Cooiinitg a fresh 
application tor the settlement or me same matter. 

25. Preliminary inquiry into application . — if the appli- 
cation is not dismissed under ruie xx, me cummuoiOiier may, 
for reasons to be recorded, caii ujion me ajvuuiiu to pro- 
duce evidence in support of the appnciu .011 oeiore catling 
upon any other party, to defend it and it upon considering 
such evidence, the Commissioner is of die opm.ou mat there 
is no case for the relief claimed, he may dismiss the appli- 
cation with a brief statement of ins reasons tor so doing. 

26. Notice to opposite party . — If the Commissioner 
does not dismiss the application under ruie 24 or ruie 25, 
he shall send to the pm ly from whom tne applicant claims 
relief (hereinafter referred to as “the opposite party”) a 
copy of the application, together with a notice oi ihc date 
on which he will dispose of the application, and may call 
upon the parties to produce on that date any evidence which 
they may wish to tender. 

27. Appearance and Examination of opposite party . — 
(1) The opposite party may, anil if so required by the 
Commissioner, shall, at or before the first hearing or with- 
in such time as the Commissioner may permit, file a written 
statement dealing with the claim raised in the applicaion, 
and any such written statement shall form pan of tho 
record, 

(2) If the opposite party contests the claim, the Com- 
missioner may, and, if no written statement has been filed, 
shall proceed to examine him upon the claim and shall re- 
duce the examination to writing. 


28. Framing of issues'.— (1) Alter considering any writ- 
ten statement and the record of any cxiunma'.ion of the 
parlies, the Commissioner shall ascertain upon what material 
propositions of fact or of law the parties are at variance, 
and shall thereupon proceed to frame and record the issues 
upon which the right decision of the case appears to him 
to depend. 


(2) In recording the issues, the Commission 
tinguish between those issues which in hi.; A 
to questions of fact and those Which, refute to 
law. 


■Tall dis- 
,■ i rclats 
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29. Power to postpone trial of issues of fact where issues 
of law arise, — When issues both of law and of fact arise 
in the same case and the Commissioner is of the opinion 
that the case may be disposed of on the issues of law only, 
he may try those issues first and for that purpose may, if he 
thinks fit, postpone the determination of the issues of fact 
until after the issues of law have been determined. 

30. Diary, — The Commissioner shall maintain under his 
hand a brief diary of the proceedings on an application. 

31. Reasons for postponement to he recorded. — If the 
Commissioner is unable to dispose of an application at ono 
hearing, he shall record the reasons which necessitate a post- 
ponement. 

32. Judgement. — (1) The Commissioner shall, while 
passing orders, record concisely a judgment, his finding on 
each of the issues framed and his reasons for such finding. 

(2) The Commissioner shall, at the time of signing and 
dating his judgement, pronounce his decision, and thereafter 
no addition or alternation shall be made to the judgement 
other than the correction of a clerical or arithmetical mistake 
arising from any accidental slip or omission. 

33. Summoning of witnesses. — If an application is pre- 
sented by any party to the proceedings for the citation of 
witnesses, the Commissioner shall, on payment of the 
requisite expenses and fees, issue summonses for the appear- 
ance of such witnesses, unless he considers that their appear- 
ance is not necessary for the just decision of the case. 

34. Exemption from payment of costs. — If the Commis- 
sioner is satisfied that the applicant is unable, by reason of 
poverty, to pay the prescribed fees, he may remit any or 
all of such fees. If the case is decided in favour of the 
applicant, the prescribed fees which, had they not been 
remitted, would have been due to be paid, may be added 
to the costs of the case and recovered in such manner as 
the Commissioner in his order regarding costs directs. 

35. Right of entry for local inspection. — A Commissioner 
before whom any proceeding relating to an injury bv acci- 
dent is pending may at any time enter the place where the 
workman was injured, or where Ihc workman ordinarily per- 
formed his work, for the purpose of making a local inspec- 
tion or of examining any person likely to be able to give 
information relevant to the proceedings; 

Provided that the Commissioner shall not entry any pre- 
mises of any industrial establishment except during the 
ordinary working hours of that establishment, save wiih the 
permission of the employer or of some person directly res- 
ponsible to him for the management of the establishment. 

36. Procedure for local inspection. — (1) If the Commis- 
sioner proposes to conduct a local inspection with a view 
to examining on the spot the circumstances in which an 
accident took place, he shall give the parties or their repre- 
sentatives notice of his intention to do so, unless in his 
opinion the urgency of the case renders the giving of such 
notice impracticable. 

(2) Such notice may be given orally or in writing, and 
in the case of an employer, may be given to any person 
upon whom notice of a claim can be served under sub- 
section (2) of section 10. or the representative of any such 
person. 

(3) Any parly, or his representalive may accompany the 
Commissioner at a local inspection. 

(4) After making a local inspection, the Commissioner 
shall note briefly in a memorandum any facts observed and 
shall show the memorandum to any party who desired to 
see the same, and on payment of the requisite fee shall supply 
any party with a copy thereof. 

(5) The memorandum shall form part of the record. 

37. Power of summary examination. — ( 1 ) The Commis- 
sioner may. during a local inspection or at any other time, 
save at a formal hearing of a case pending before him. 
examine summarily any person likely to be able to give infor- 
mation relative to such case, whether such person has been. 


or is to be, called as a witness in the case or not, and 
whether any or all of the parties are present or not- 

(2) No oath shall be administered to a person examined 
under sub-rule Cl). 

(3) Statement made by a person examined under sub-rule 

(1), if reduced to writing shall, not be signed by the person 
making the statement, nor shall it, except as hereinafter 
provided, be incorporated in the record or utilised by the 
Commissioner for the purpose of arriving at a decision in the 
case. 

(4) If a witness who has been' examined under sub-rule 
(1). makes in his evidence any statement contradicting in 
material particulars any statement made by him in such 
examination and reduced to writing, the Commissioner may 
call his attention to such statement, and shall in that case 
direct that the parties be furnished with the relevant part or 
such statement for the purpose of using it in examining or 
cross-examining the witness. 

(5) Any statement or part of a statement which is fur- 
nished lo the parties under sub-rule (4) shall be incorporated 
:n (he record. 

(6( Where a case is settled by agreement between the 
parties, Ihe Commissioner may incorporate in the record any 
statement made by a person examined under sub-rule (1) 
and may utilise such statement for the purpose of justifying 
his acceptance of, or refusal to accept, the agreement reached. 

38. Agreement to abide by Commissioner’s decision . — 
(1) if a party expresses in writing his willingness to abide 
by the decision oj the Commissioner, the Commissioner shall 
ascertain whether the other party also is willing so to 
abide. 

(2) If the other party is so willing, the fact of his willing- 
ness shall bo recorded in writing and the record thereof 
shall be signed by him. 

(3) If the other party is not willing to abide by the 
Commissioner’s decision, the party which had initially ex- 
pressed his willingness to abide by the decision of the 
Commissioner shall not be bound so lo abide. 

39. Procedure where indemnity claimed under section 
12(2) (!) Where the opposite party claims that if compen- 
sation is recovered from him lie would be entitled, under 
sub-section (2) of section 12, to be indemnified by a person 
not being a party to the case, he shall, when first called 
upon to defend the application, present a notice of such 
claim to the Commissioner accompanied by the requisite 
fee, and the Commissioner shall thereupon issue a notice 
to such person in Form. 

(2) If any person served i with a nolice under stib-rulc (1) 
desires to contest the applicant’s claim for compensation or 
the opposite party's claim to be indemnified, he shall appear 
before the Commissioner on the date fixed for the hearing 
of the case or on any date to which the case may be 
adjourned and, if he so appears, he shall have all the rights 
of a party to tile proceedings. If he does not so appear he 
shall be deemed lo have admitted the validity of any award 
which may be made against the opposite party and to have 
admitted his own liability to indemnify the opposite party 
for any compensation which may be recovered from him : 

Provided that, if any person so served appears sunscquently 
and satisfies ihc Commissioner that he was prevented by any 
sufficient cause from appearing, the Commissioner shall, after 
giving notice to the applicant and the aforesaid opposite 
party, hear such person, and may set aside or vary any 
award made against such person upon such terms as the 
Commissioner thinks just. 

(3) II any person served with a notice under sub-rule 
(7) whether or not he desires to contest the applicant’s claim 
for compensation or the opposite party’s claim to be indemni- 
fied, claims that being a contractor he is himself a principal 
and is entitled to be indemnified by n person standing to him 
in the relation of a contractor from whom the workman 
could have recovered compensation he shall on or before the 
dale fixed in tiic notice under sub-rule (1) present a notice 
of such claim to (he Commissioner accompanied by the 
requisite fee and the Commissioner shall there upon issue 
notice to such person in Forrn-M. 
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(4) If any person served with a notice under sub-rule 
(3 ) desires to contest the applicant's claim for compensation 
or tile claim under sub-rule (3) to be indemnified, he shall 
appear before tire Commissioner on the date fixed in the 
notice in Form K or on any date to which the chsc may be 
adjourned and, if he so appears, shaJi have all the rights of 
a party to the proceedings. If he docs not so appear he 
shall be deemed to have admitted the validity of any award 
which may be made against the original opposite party or 
the person served with a notice under sub-rule ( 1 ) and to 
have admitted his own liability to indemnify the party against 
whom stich award is made for any compensation which may 
bi recovered from him : 

Provided that, if any person so served appears subsequently 
ami satisfied the Commissioner that he was prevented by 
any sutlicient cause from appearing, the Commissioner, shall 
after giving notice to all parties on the record, hear such 
person, and may set aside or vary any award made against 
such person upon such terms as the Commissioner thinks 
just. 

(5) In any proceeding in which a notice has been served 
on any person under sub-rule (1) or sub-rule (3), the Com- 
missioner shall, if he awards compensation, record in his 
judgment a finding in respect of each of such person, whether 
he- is or is not liable to indemnify any of the opposite parties, 
and shall specify the party, if any, whom he is liable to 
indemnify, 

40. Procedure in connected cases, — (1) Where two or 
more cases pending before a Commissioner arise out of the 
same accident, and any issue involved is common, to two or 
more such cases, such cases may, so far as the evidence 
hearing on such issue is concerned, be heard simultaneously. 

(2) Where the procedure specified in sub-rule (11 is 
followed, the evidence bearing on a common issue shall be 
recorded in the proceedings of one case, and the Commis- 
sioner shall certify under his hand in the proceeding of any 
other such case, the extent to which the evidence so recorded 
■applies to such other case, and the fact that the parties to 
such other ease had the opportunity ^ of being present, and, 
if they were present, of cross-examining the witnesses. 

41. Certain provisions of Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 
apply. — Save as otherwise expressly provided in the Act of 
thesi rules, the following provisions of the First Schedule 
to the Code of Civil procedure, 1908, in its application to 
the Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar Havdi namely, 
those contained in order V, rules 9 to 13 and 15 to 30; Order 
TX; Older Xlll, rules 3 to 10; Order XVI; rules 2 to 21; 
Order XVII; Order XVITI, rules 1 and 2; and Order XXVI, 
rules 1 to 8, shall apply to proceedings before a Commis- 
sioner, in so far as they may be applicable thereto : 

Provided that- — 

(a) for the purpose of facilitating the application of the 
said provisions the Commissioner may construe them 
in such manner without affecting the substance there- 
of as may be necessary or proper in regard to the 
matter before him. and 

(b) the Commissioner may, for sufficient reasons which 
shall be recorded, proceed otherwise than in accord- 
ance with the said provisions, if he is satisfied that 
the interests of the parties will not thereby be pre- 
judiced. 

42. Provisions regarding Signature on Form. — Any Form 
other than a receipt for compensation, which is by these rules 
required to be signed by a Commissioner may be signed under 
his direction and on his behalf by any officer subordinate to 
hint appointed by him in writing for this puropsc. 

43. Apportionment of compensation among dependents. — 
The provisions of this Part, exccnt those contained in rules 
26, 27 and 39 shall, us far as may be, apply in the case of 
any proceedings relating to the apportionment of compensa- 
tion among dependants of a deceased workman. 

PART VII 
TRANSFER 

44. Transfer for report.- -( l) A Commissioner transferring 
any matter to another Commissioner for report in accordance 


with sub-section (2) of section 21 shall, along with the docu- 
ments referred to in that sub-section transmit to such other 
Commissioner a concise statement, in the form of questions 
for answer of the matter on which report is required. 

2, A Commissioner to whom a case is so transferred for 
report shall not be required to report op any question of law. 

45. Transmission of money. — Money transmitted by one 
Commissioner to another in accordance with sub-section (2) 
of section 21 shall be transmitted either by remittance transfer 
receipt, or by money order, or by messenger, as the commis- 
sioner transmitting the money may direct, 

PART VIII 

APPOINTMENT OF REPRESENTATIVES 

46. When representatives to he appointed by Commission- 
er. — Where any party to a proceeding Ls under the age of 
fifteen years or is otherwise unable to make an appearance, 
the Commissioner shall appoint some suitable person, who 
consents to the appointment, to represent such party for the 
purpose of the proceeding. 

47. When new representative to be appointed. — If the Com- 
missioner considers that the interests of any party for whom 
a representative has been appointed under rule 46 are not 
being adequately protected by that representative or if the 
person appointed to act as representative dies or becomes in- 
capable of acting, or otherwise ceases to act as such, the 
Commissioner shall appoint in his place another person who 
consents to the appointment. 

PART IX 

RECORD OF MEMORANDA OF AGREEMENT 

48. Form of Memorandum.— Memoranda of agreement 
sent to the Commissioner under sub-section tlj of section 28 
shall, unless the Commissioner otherwise directs, be in dupli- 
cate, and shall be in as close conformity as the circumstances 
of the cuse admit with Form N or Form O or Form P, as the 
case may be. 

49. Procedure where Commissioner not inclined to refuse 
to record memorandum. — (1) On receiving a memorandum 
of agreement, the Commissioner shall, unless he considers 
that there are grounds for refusing to record the memoran- 
dum, fix a date for recording the same, and shall issue a 
notice in writing in Form Q to the parties concerned: 

Provided that, the notice may be communicated orally to 
ant' parties who are present at the time when notice in writing 
would otherwise issue. 

(2) On the date so fixed, the Commissioner shall record 
the memorandum unless, after hearing any of the parties who 
appear and desire to be heard, he considers that it ought not 
to be recorded : 

Provided that, the issue of a notice under sub-rule (1) shall 
not be deemed to prevent the Commissioner from refusing to 
record the memorandum on the date so fixed, even if no 
objection be made by any party concerned. 

(3) If on such date the Commissioner decides that the 
memorandum ought not to be recorded he shall inform the 
parties present of his decision and of the reasons therefor, and 
if any party desiring the memorandum to be recorded is not 
present, he shall send the information to that party in 
Form R. 

50. Procedure where Commissioner inclined to refuse to 
record memorandum.— (1) If, on receiving a memorandum 
of agreement, the Commissioner considers that there are 
grounds for refusing to record the same, he shall fix a date 
for hearing the party desiring the memorandum to be recorded, 
and shall inform such party and, if he thinks fit, any other 
party concerned, of the date so fixed and of the grounds on 
which he considers that the memorandum should not be record- 
ed. (2) If the parties to be informed arc not present, a 
written notice shall be sent, to them in Form S or Form T, 
as the ease may be, and the date fixed in such notice shall not 
be earlier than the expiry of seven days after the date of the 
issue thereof, (3) If, on the date fixed under sub-rule (T), 
the party desiring the memorandum to be recorded shows

51. Procedure on refusal fo record memorandum. — (1) If 
in any case the Commissioner refuses to record a memorandum 
of agreement, he shall briefly record his reasons for such 
refusal. 

(2) If the Commissioner refuses to record a memorandum 
of agreement, he shall not pass any order directing the pay- 
ment of any sum or amount over and above the sum speci- 
fied in the agreement, unless opportunity has been given to the 
party liable to pay such sum to show cause why it should not 
paid. 

(3) Where the agreement is for the redemption of half- 
monthly payments by the payment of lump sum, and the Com- 
missioner considers that the memorandum of agreement should 
not be recorded by reason of the inadequacy of the amount 
of such sum as fixed in the agreement, he shall record his 
estimate of the probable duration of the disablement of the 
workman. 

52. Registration of memorandum accepted for record . — 
In recording a memorandum of agreement, the Commissioner 
shall cause the same to be entered . in a register in Form U 
and shall cause an endorsement to be entered under his sig- 
nature on a copy of the memorandum to be retained by him 
in the following terms, namely : —

SCALE OF COSTS AND FEES 

53. Costs. — (1) Where the Commissioner directs that any 
costs shall not follow the event, he shall state his reasons 
therefore in writing. 

(2) The costs which may be awarded shall include — 

(a) the charges necessarily incurred on account of court- 
fees; 

(b) the charges necessarily incurred on subsistence money 
to withesses; and 

(c) pleaders’ fees on the scale hereinafter provided for. 

(3) (a) In any proceeding involving an application for com- 
pensation in the form of a lump sum, an application for re- 
view or an application for indemnification, the fee allowed 
shall be 25 rupees, subject to a special order of the Com- 
missioner to diminution to a sum not less than 15 rupees and 
to increase to a sum not more than 150 rupees for each such 
proceeding. In all other applications, the fee allowed shall be 
15 rupees, subject to increase by special order to a sum not 
exceeding 50 rupees. 

(b) No fee shall be charged in excess of the amount deter- 
mined under clause (a). 

(4) Where a party engages more pleaders than one to con- 
duct or defend a case, he shall be allowed one set of costs 
only. 

(5) Where several defendants having substantially one de- 
fence to make employ several pleaders, they shall be allowed 
one set of costs only. In such cases, it will be for the appli- 
cant, at the time of hearing, to ask for a direction of this 
Commissioner that separate costs be not allowed. 

(6) When two or more defendants having different substan- 
tial defence have engaged the services of one pleader, they 


shall be allowed separate sets of costs. I i such a case, it will 
be for the defendants interested to apply at the bearing for 
separate costs. 

(7) When several defendants having different defence are 
represented by separate pleaders, they shall be entitled to sepa- 
rate costs. 

(8) The Commissioner shall, out of the amount deposited 
as compensation and costs, arrange to disburse the amount ol 
compensation and costs in accordance with the order made in 

that behalf. 

54. Fees. — The fee specified in the third column of the 
Schedule shall be payable in respect of the proceeding speci- 
fied against it in the second column thereof. 

55. When applicant may be required to deposit deficiency 
of fees. — If in any case the. Commissioner considers that; he 
ought to pass orders granting relief cl' a kind or to an extent 
different from that claimed by the applicant, and if the fee 
which would have been payable by the aop' leant on an appli- 
cation for the relief which the Commissioner considers to be 
due is greater than the fee which ha., a;.j.;..y been paid, the 
Commissioner may require the applicant to deposit fees to the 
extent of the difference. 

56. Manner of collecting fees. — All fees payable under 
these rules shall be collected in the same manner as that laid 
down for collection of court fees under Bombay Court Fees 
Act, 1959.

(b) On account of an application for commutation of half- 
monthly payments; 

(c) On account of an amount of compensation deposited 
with the Commissioner under sub-section (2) of section 8; 

(d) on account of an application for settlement of claim 
made by an injured workman. 

60. Language of the record. — The record of thei Commis- 
sioner shall be kept in the English of the Gujarati language. 

61. Supply of certified copies to parties. — Certified copies 

of any document in any proceeding before a Commissioner 
shall be supplied to a party in the same as that laid 

down in the rules contained in Change XXyl ("n ro far as 
they are consistent with the Act! of the Civil. Manual issued 
by the High Court of Bombay for the guidance of Civil Courts, 
or corresponding rules for the time being in force for the 
guidance of such Court in the State of Gujarat. 

62. Allowances to witnesses. — Where a Commissioner has 
to issue a summons to a witness either at she instance of a 
party to a proceeding before him, or on bis own iritipti/\ the 
allowances to be paid to the witnesses shall be on the same 
scales as those obtaining in that behalf of the Civ:l Court 
having jurisdiction in that area. 
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PART XII 

ASSESSORS 

63. Fees to assessors. — Where in pursuance of the provi- 
sion of sub-section (3) of section 20, any person possessing 
special knowledge of any matter relevant to the matter under 
inquiry is c’toseu by the Commissioner to assist him in hold- 
ing the inquiry je shall be entitled by the such fee per days 
as the Co'Tjf.iis'sionei may fix, subject to a maximum of rupees 
fifty and a minimum of rupees twenty : 

Provided <hat, he shall be entitled to an additional fee of 
rupees ten. — - 

(a) for each additional case if he require to assist in 
more than one case on the same day; and

Abstract of the Workmen's Compensation Act, 1923, and 
the rules made thereunder 

Whom the Act affects. 

1. The Act provides for payment by employers to their 
workmen of compensation for injury by accident arising out 
of and in the course of employment. 

Definitions. 

2. “dependent” means any of the following relatives of a 
deceased workman, namely : — 

(1) a widow, a minor legitimate son, and unmarried 
legitimate daughter, or a widow mother; and 

(2) if wholly dependent on the earnings of the work- 
man at the time of his death, a son or a daughter 
who has attained the age of 18 years and who is 
infirm; 

(3) if wholly or in part dependent on the earnings of 
the workman at the time of his denth; 

(aj a widower; 

(b) a parent other than a widowed mother; 

(c) a minor illegitimate son, an unmarried illegiti- 
mate daughter or a daughter legitimate or illegi- 
timate if married and a minor or if widowed 
and a minor. 

(d) a minor brother or a unmarried sister or a 
widowed sister if a minor; 

(e) a widowed daughter-in-law; 

(f) a minor child of a pre-deceased son, 

(g) a minor child of a pre-deceased daughter where 

1 no parent of the child is alive, or 

(h) a paternal grand parent if no parent of the 
workman is alive. 

3. ‘Partial disablement* means where the disablement is of 
temporary nature, such disablement as reduces the earning 
capacity of the workman in the employment in which he was 
engaged at the time of the accident and where the disable- 
ment is of a permanent nature, such disablement as reduces 
his earning capacity in every employment which he was cap- 
able of undertaking at that time. 

4. ‘Total disablement’ means such disablement as incapaci- 
tates a workman for all work which he was capable of per- 
forming at the time of the accident. 

Workman covered. 

3, ‘Workman’ means any person who is employed on 
monthly wages not exceeding five hundred rupees in any capa- 
city as is specified in Schedule II to the Act. 

It does not include a person whose employment is of a 
casual nature and who is employed otherwise than for pur- 
poses of the employer’s trade or business. 

Employer's liability for compensation. 

6 If personal injury is caused to a workman by accident 
arising out of and in the course of his employment the em- 
ployer is liable to pay compensation. 

7. Occupational diseases for which compensation is pay- 
able — 

Anthrax compressed air illness, poisoning by nitrous fumes, 
poisoning by ‘Organic Phosphorous insecticides, poisoning by 


lead, poisoning by phosphorous, poisoning by mercury, poison- 
ing by benzene, chromed ulceration, poisoning by arsenic, 
pathological mainfastatidus due to radium and other radio 
active substances or X-rays, primary, epitheliomatous cancer 
of the skin, poisoning by halopenated hydrocarbons, poisoning 
by carbon disulphide occupational cataract due to infrared 
radiations telegraphist’s cramp, poisoning by manganese sili- 
cosis coal miner’s pneumoconiosis asbestosis and bngassosis. 

Amount of Compensation. 

8. The minimum amount of compensation payable for per- 
manent total disablement is Rs, 1,400 and the maximum is 
Rs. 14,000. A workman whose monthly wages do not exceed 
Rs. 10 gets Rs. 1,400. The amount increases with increase in 
monthly wages, and a workman whose wages exceed Rs. 400 
gets Rs. 14,000. For permanent partial disablement the 
amount of compensation payable is proportionate to the per- 
centage of loss of earning capacity. For death of a workman 
the amount payable to his dependants varies from Rs. 1000 
to Rs. 10,000. Compensation not be assigned, attached or 
changed. 

9. No lump sum or half monthly payment can be assigned 
or charged or be liable to attachment or pass to anv person 
other than the workmaff nor can any claim be set off against 
the same. 

Notice of claim. 

10. No claim for compensation will be entertained by a 
Commissioner unless notice of the accident is given in the 
prescribed manner as soon as practicable after the happening 
thereof. The claim must be preferred within two vears of 
the occurrence of the accident or in case of death within two 
years from the date of death. 

Commissioner has power to entertain an application made 
after the expiry of the period of iimiUtlon if sufficient cause 
is shown for delay In making it. 

Contracting. 

II- Tf any person (principal) contracts with any other per- 
son (contractor) for the execution of any work which is 
ordinarily part of the trade or business of the principal the 
principal is liable to pay compensation under the Act to a 
workman employed directly by the Contractor. The principal 
who is liable to pay compensation is entitled to be indemni- 
fied by his contractor. 

Contracting out. 

12. Any contract or agreement where by a workman relin- 
quishes any right of compensation from the employer for per- 
sonal injury is null and void. 

Appearance of parties. 

13. Any appearance, or application on behalf of a party 
before or td a Commissioner can be made by the following 
persons if authorised in writing by such party : — 

(1) a legal practitioner; or 

(2) an official of an Insurance Company; or 

(3) an official of a registered Trade Union; or 

(4) an inspector appointed under the Factories Act or 
the Mines Act; or 

(5) By any other 'officer specified by the State Govern- 
ment in the behalf, or 

(6) by any other person with the permission of the 
Commissioner. ■■
